THE AMENDMENTS

Senate Kef uses to Make

Changes in Beciprocit'.

It Is now quite evident that the reci-
procity agreement will not be amended
In .the Senate. A large number of
amendments were proposed yesterday,
and all were defeated. The outlook
now is for the adoption of the agree-
ment in unamended form, and an ad-

journment of Congress by August 1.

The opponents of reciprocity were
plainly disheartened by the develop-
ments of yesterday.

Imurcenlti' Smnll Strength.
On most of the votes the insurgents

could not muster over fourteen, and
usually but twelve. Three of the in-
surgents went oer to the other side
and oted against the proposed amend-
ments submitted by Senator Cummins.
These were Brown of Nebraska, Works
of California, and Poindexter of Wash-
ington

Finally Senator Clark, of Wyoming, a
standpat Republican who had been voting
with Senator Cummins, crossed over and

oted with the opposition Before the
oting began Senator Thornton, of Louis-ian- a,

one of three Dmocrats who voted
with Senator Cummins Saturday, an-
nounced that he would refrain from
voting on proposed amendments in the
future This reduced Senator Cummins'
Democratic allies to two, Bailey and Sim-

mon!. They remained firm, even voting
for the amendment to put lumber on the
free list Senator Thornton explained
that it was eident to him that the
amendments could not pass and therefore
he had decided that it was a waste of
time to bupport them He declared that
he was in faor of the amendments and
opposed to the bill. But during the rest
of the voting he sat silent when his
name was called during the several roll
calls that were had on proposed amend
ments.

The highest voting strength shown by
Senator Cummins and his insurgent band
was on his proposed amendment giving
President Taft power to abrogate the
treaty with Canada whenever Canada
violated the conditions of the agreement,
and by proclamation to restore the du-

ties as they now.exist. The vote on this
amendment was 19 to 3S. In addition to
the insurgent Republicans, the following
regular Republicans voted for the amend
ment, Clark, Wyoming; Curtis, Gallln
ger, Heyburn, Jones, LJppltt, Oliver,
Smith, Michigan, and Townsend.

The Amendments In Detail.
The first amendment offered by Senator

Cummins proposed to transfer from the
dutiable list to the free list in the Ca
nadlan bill certain canned goods and
flour, and other products of cereals. On
this vote there were 14 ayes and 62 noes.
Nine insurgents, two Democrats and
three regular Republicans supplied the
votes. Three insurgents. Brown, Poin
dexter, and Works, voted against the
amendment.

The second roll call was on an amend-
ment placing agricultural lmpllments on
the free list. This amendment failed by
a vote of 12 to 53.

After the Rubber Trnst.
Senator Cummins next amendment

proposed to put automobiles, Including
rubber tires, on the- free list He said
that he would not ask for a roll call
on that vote, but Senator Bristow, of
Kansas, who has been on the trail of
the rubber trust, promptly demanded
the roll call. But there was not a
sufficient number of Senators who sec-
onded the demand to enable Mr. Bristow
to command the ayes and noes.

The Senator from Kansas was some-wh- at

settled by the refusal of his col-
leagues to give him a roll call, and,
shaking an accusing finger at the. Demo--
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cratlc side, he reminded Senators that
rubber tires paid the same duty under
the Canadian agreement that they did
under the Payne-Aldric- h law. He said
that rubber tires were the product of a
trust absolutely.

"If Senators don't want to go on record
on this question, they may take the re
sponsibility," snapped Mr. Bristow.

"Oh, there will be an opportunity to
go on record on this question," shouted
back Senator Stone.

The next roll call was on the question
of free lumber. The amendment com-

manded only twelve votes, with flfty-on- e
in opposition. The twelve votes were sup-
plied by ten insurgents and two Demo-
crats. Senator Brown, of Nebraska,
voted with Senator Cummins to remove
the duty on lumber. The two Democratic
votes were supplied by Senators Bailey
and Simmons.

Sir. Dallcr'a Following.
As the vote progressed Mr. Bailey trav-

eled from one Democratic seat to another
delivering lectures to his Democratic col-
leagues on their perverseness in voting
down tariff amendments. The Senator
from Texas was manifestly stirred up
over the situation. His following in the
Senate had been reduced to one man Mr.
Simmons. Saturday there was a dispo-
sition among some of the Democrats to
refer jocosely to Senator Bailey and his
army of two Thornton and Simmons as
the "three musketeers." But yesterday
when Senator Thornton refused to play
any longer, the army was reduced to two.

The session was prolonged until after
7 o'clock and the last roll calls were
had while a majority of the Senators
were out on the front steps of the main
Senate entrance watching an aeroplane
sailing around 1,000 feet above the
Capitol dome. Senator Simmons' two
amendments, putting flour and fresh
meat on the free list, were voted down
without the formality of a roll call. The
result of the voting yesterday simply
strengthens the treaty and has demon-
strated to the Insurgents the hopeless-
ness of their fight. The opposition to
the treaty is clearly disheartened.

Oscar Underwood, the Democratic
House leader, said last night that the
House was exceedingly anxious to ad-
journ, and that if the Senate would cut
short the debate and begin voting he be-
lieved It would be possible to get away
by August 1.

Mr. Underwood Intimated that the
House might even be willing to compro-
mise on the bills now before the Senate
if a vote could be secured on these. This
would mean action of some kind on the
farmers' free list bill and the woolen bill,
and letting the bills for the revision of
the cotton schedule and the Iron and steel
schedules go over until the regular ses
slon In December.

CLOCKS ON STRIKE

ON POST-OFFIC- E

The four great clocks In the tower
of the Post-offi- Building went on a
strike yesterday. They declared a night
off on account of the hot weather and
hundreds of Washlngtonians were wor-
ried all night about It

It was amusing to see the consternation
on the faces of each person who looked
up to .find out the time. But while com-
plications were happening outside, the
office force was quietly at work, not
one of them the wiser for It.

Lieut. Henderson could give no reason
why the tower "docks should be out of
6rder, except for the fact that they de-
clined to work twenty-fou- r hours a day-
during the sweltering heat.

Attention to the alleged "strike" of the
clocks will be brought to George F.
Shaw, assistant superintendent of the
Post-offi- Building the first thing this
morning, and then Washlngtonians will
cease to worry.

Investigate Proposal.

PfiOTESTS ARE HEARD

Opposition of Citizens Beaches

Representatives.

Determination of District Commis
sioners to Change Fee Slnst Go Be-

fore Honie Committee Investiga-
tion to Find Means of Decreasing
Expenses Will .Be Made Sessions
Not Probable Before September.

Before the proposition to raise
the water tax in the District can
become law it must pass the care-

ful scrutiny of. certain members of
Congress and the House District
Committee, if statements yester
day may be taken as indication of
the sentiment at the Capitol.

If the Commissioners show a de
termination to increase the rate of
water tax, as proposed, the ques
tion will constitute a part of the
programme of the House subcom-
mittee that is to investigate the Dis
trict, its administration, corpora
tion, and financial status.

rilOTESTS ARE) HEARD.
Only one of the members of the sub

committee could be found yesterday.
but several have watched the progress
of the storm of protest that has arisen
as a result of Commissioner Judson's
proposal, and only when they have
been thoroughly convinced of the ne
cessity and practicability of the plan
will they consent to Its adoption.

"I have not had time to go into the
merits of the case thoroughly," said
Representative Old field, of Arkansas,
"but I think the question will have to
stand a thorough probe before Con-
gress will sanction the adoption of the
proposed plan. Undoubtedly the ques-
tion will be taken up by tho committee
if the matter is pushed at all.

"We could not say, offhand, whether
the plan Is either wise or necessary
Perhaps the proposed Increase In rates
Is the only possible course to do away
with the deficit in the office of the wa-

ter department. Again, it is possible
other means may be employed that will
not react so harshly on the people who
can least afford to pay the proposed In-

crease.
Expenses to Be Curtailed.

"One of the chief efforts of the in-

vestigating commltte will be to find
means of cutting down the expenses
of running the District government
without impairing its efficiency. If an
economy scheme can be worked with
regard to the water department and
make the proposed increase In rates
unnecessary, so much the better."

That there will be any hearings of
the subcommltte appointed by Chair-
man Johnson, of the District Commit-
tee, before September or October now
seems Improbable. Even now, with
Congress nominally In session, al-

though adjourning over three-da- y pe-

riods. It would be almost Impossible to
get together a quorum of the subcom-
mittee.

Chairman Johnson, although he origi
nally Intended to spend practically tha
entire summer here at the probe, is now
in Atlantic City, recuperating from the
effects of the heat. Representative
Berger, of Wisconsin, Is away and
probably will be absent a large part
of the remainder of the session.

That any of the members will con
sent to stay In Washington after ad
journment In order to conduct public
bearings In August Is considered un
likely, although when Chairman John
son announced the personnel of the in
vestigating committee he gave it to
be understood that practically all of
the members had consented to stay In
Washington and see the thing through.

Mar Return to Work.
What probably will be done at tho

time of adjournment Involves an agree-
ment between members of the subcom-
mittee and Chairman Johnson that tho
former will return to Washington
about September, and then settle down
to real work, using data cpllected by
Accountant Mayes as a working basis
for the probe.

Tho question of the proposed increase
Is now In the hands of the Engineer
Commissioner, and has been referred to
Supt. McFarland, of the water depart
ment. Mr. McFarland said, yesterday
afternoon, he was not ready to make a
report on the increase.

No action relative to a boost In the
tax has been taken. As Commissioner
Rudolph Is absent from the city on his
vacation, and the Increase cannot be
levied before July 1, 1912, it Is likely
the Commissioners will announce no
definite decision for some time.

C. I V. Takes Action.
Tho Central Iabor Union, at Its meet-

ing last night authorized tho appoint-
ment of a committee of five to Investigate
the proposed change in the water rates
of the District. Emmett I Adams, of
the Machinists' Union, was named as
chairman, and the other members will
be appointed within the next few days.

It is the Intention of John B. Snelllngs,
president of the union to have the com-

mittee report next Monday, when the at-

titude of the labor unions of the city will
be determined,

No opinion as to the Increase lias "been
expressed by labor leaders, as they said
they were not pasted on the situation.

ASYLUM PATIENT'S PAST
INCLUDES HOMICIDE

Detroit Police Verify The Washington Herald's Ex-

clusive History of Telegraph Operator Arrest-

ed Following Peculiar Actions.
Peter J. Delaney, the notorious crim-

inal patient at the Washington Aslyum
Hospital, convicted of homicide and
numerous assaults, whose criminal rec
ord was first brought to the attention
of the police since his detention at the
asylum by tho exclusive announcement
In The Washington Herald, Is being held
pending investigations of the insanity
board. "

Cofirmatlon of his record, which in
cludes one homicide, two shootings with
intent to kill, and numerous assaults In
various cities of this country and
Canada, was conveyed to Inspector
Boardman, chief of detectives last night
by a dispatch from Detroit.

Delaney was convicted and served
sentences in Insane asylums and prisons
for each charge, and at present, accord-
ing to the Detroit police, no charge Is
held against him.

Despite his frenzied struggle Saturday
night, Delaney now is as quiet as the
most harmless patient. He sullenly re-

fuses to talk about his past, saying he
knows nothing about any of the crimes
of which he was convicted.

He has a brother, Eddie Delaney, a
bartender for the notorious Considlne sa-

loon in Detroit, and a father at Wind

A special dispatch to The Washington
Herald tells of his police record as fol-
lows:

"Peter J. Delaney, under arrest in
Washington, is the man who, on August
12, 1910, shot Arthur McArdle, division
chief operator of the Western Union, and
Operator Schwartz. Both his victims re-
covered. He was captured and sent to
Elolse Insane Asylum, where he was
held two and one-ha- lf months.

"Before he came to Detroit. Delaney
killed a man in New York. He waited
for him in a doorway, and when the
man came out, beat him over the head
with a club until he died. He was con-
victed of the crime, and served eight
months for manslaughter."

According to the Detroit police, De-
laney labors under the hallucination
that the Masons are in a league against
him. and the day before the shooting in
Detroit he walked into police head-
quarters and asked for a permit to
carry a revolver for protection.

FAMINE OF ICE

Dealers Unable to Supply
the Demand.
